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The Court orders that the motion for immediate consideration and to waive forwarding of
the lower court record is GRANTED.

The motion to remand pursuant to MCR 7.211(C)(1) 1s also GRANTED. This case is
REMANDED to the trial court for further appropriate consideration of the matters raised in plainfitf-
appellant’s motion to remand. The proceedings on remand are limited to those matters.

Within 14 days of the Clerk’s certification of this order, plaintiff-appellant shall file a
motion in the trial court to initiate the remand proceedings. The trial court shall hear and decide the
matter within 56 days of the Clerk’s certification of this order.

Plaintiff-appellant is to file with this Court a copy of any motion filed in the trial court
within 14 days of the Clerk’s certification of this order. Plaintiff-appellant must also file with the Clerk
of this Court copies of all orders entered on remand within 14 days after entry. Plaintiff-appellant is also
responsible for procuring the filing of the transcript of any hearing on remand. MCR 7.210(B)(1).

Plaintiff-appellant may file a supplemental brief pertaining to the issues raised on remand
within 21 days after the entry of the trial court’s order concluding the remand proceedings or within 21
days of the filing of the transcript of the remand hearing, whichever is later. Defendant-appellee may
file a supplemental brief in response.
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
